In the facts as now presented the coun- 


try will see little or nothing to which ex- 
ception can justly bo taken. The simple 
truth that Gen. Grant has accepted no 
gift* since he became President is a scath- 
ing rebuke to his unprincipled calumnia- 
tors. He possesses, indeed, worthy memo- 
rials of the nation's deep and pervading 
gratitude. When he came fresh from his 
heroic and matchless defense of the na- 
tion's life, with the laurels of resplendent 
victory upon his brow, the common in- 
atmct of the people, to whom be bad ren- 
dered such inestimable eeivioe, prompted 
a substantial token of their grateful ac- 
knowledgment. Nothing they oould pos- 
sibly do for him would be commensurate 
with what he had done for them ia enving 
the na< ion's existence. But, rather as aa 
expression of their own sense of high obli- 
gation than as a measure of bis desert?, 
they tendered him reasonable gift;, and 
lio very properly received them. When 
Wellington returned triumphant from 
Waterloo, tbe treasures of the people were 
lavishly poured upon him, and DO one has 
ever thought of desparaging him for re- 
ceiving tenfold all that Grant has accept- 
ed. Geuoral Sherman has, in liko man- 
ner, been made the recipient of pecuniary 
presents, and yet the same critics who de- 
nounce General Grant aa a gift-taker, in- 
variably describe his great compatriot as 
the soul of honor. This di-tiuotion shows 
how purely partisan and malevolent the 
assault is. There is nothing in the Presi-
